Some oil firm s have been deliberate­ 
ly cutting back crude oil im ports be­ 
cause of governm ent restrictions, offi­ 
cials of the 
Federal 
Energy 
Office 
said. The cutbacks translated into les> 
gasoline production. 
In testim ony before the Senate Com­ 
m erce Comm ittee, 
Deputy FEO Ad­ 


m inistrator John C. Sawhill said notice 


would be published T hursday in the 


Federal R egister of the FE O ’s inten­ 


tion to lift a restriction on all oil im ­ 


ported above a 1972 base period. 


Under existing law, oil firm s are re­ 
quired to share their crude oil with 
com petitors who have less. The big 
firm s argue that this has forced those 
that have purchased high priced crude 
oil overseas to sell it to com petitors at 
a much lower U. S.-controlled price. 
The result has been that the firm s 
deliberately reduced im ports which in 
turn resulted in less cru d e oil to pro­ 


duce gasoline, officials explained. 
E nergy Chief William E. Simon said 
last week he wanted 
Congress 
to 
change the law governing the alloca­ 
tion program to allow an increase in 
crude im ports. The rule-m aking action 
announced by Sawhill w as seen as an 
effort to fill the gap while Congress 
debates Simon’s request. 
Simon today stressed the need to re­ 
move the “ disincentives” for the m a­ 
jor com panies to im port crude oil. 
Consum er 
advocate 
Ralph 
Nader 
said Tuesday that the big companies 
were not bringing into this country all 
the oil that they can because they can 


get higher prices in Europe, Japan and 
elsew here for it. 
Simon did not refer directly to Na­ 
d er’s allegation, based on published re­ 
ports that surfaced several days ago, 
but said the adm inistration had de­ 
cided to ask for changes in a law pas­ 
sed last year by Congress concerning 
im ports. 
He said the iaw: contained 
“some 
very g reat disincentives” by requiring 
com panies that obtain good supplies ot 
oil to sell some of it to others that are 
short, so that all can operate refineries 
at about the sam e capacity. 
ihe price of overseas oil is said to 


have increased well above the ceiling 


the big firm s can charge when resell­ 


ing to others. 


Simon said on the NBC-TV Today 


Show “ w e’ve got to m ake sure that 


w hatever oil is available” is brought 
into the country'. He said “ rigidities” 
need to be rem oved from the law. 
“ It’s m ore rem oval of disincentives 
than giving incentives,” Simon said. 
“ ...We have to operate this program 
with great flexibility.”

ond day — that no one is to be sold 
any gasoline if he has more than a half 
t ink left. 
Details of the plan, worked out by 
the Office of Em ergency Services, set 
up by Gov. Ronald R eagan, are ex­ 
pected to be announced this afternoon.

berties of Dr. Lewis Fielding. 


Fielding's office was broken into on 
Labor Day weekend 1971, after Ells­ 
berg handed copies of the secret Pen­ 
tagon Papers on the origins and con­ 
duct of the Vietnam w ar to some news­ 
men.

Scars still visible and deep 
Wounded Knee—one yesr later 


WOUNDED 
KNEE, 
S.D. 
(UPI) •— One year ago today 
a caravan of cars wound 
through the rolling hills of the 
Pine Ridge Indian Reservation 
into this hamlet, scene of the 
storied 1890 massacre of Chief 
Big Foot and his band of 200 
Sioux fc’lowers. 


As the cars stopped armed 
m e m b e r s of the militant 
American Indian Movement 
alighted and systematically 
"occupied” the village trad­ 
ing post, museum and Sacred 
Heart 
Catholic 
Church, 
a 
high-spired whitee frame land 
mark. 


It was the start of a 71-day 
armed 
confrontation 
which 
wou l d draw hundreds of 
newsmen from 
around 
the 
world and brand the AIM for­ 
ces as "armed insurgents” in 
the view of federal authorities 
and "renegades and vandals” 


in the eyes of Oglala Sioux 
Tribal President Dick Wilson. 


The occupation left the vil­ 
lage a shambles and divided 
the Indian population as noth­ 
ing had before in the recollec­ 
tion of older residents. 


The twisted wrreckage of the 
trading post, 
burned down 
during the occupation, lies un­ 
touched. The concrete base­ 
ment walls of the church 
yawn atop the hill where the 
militants dug their bunkers. 
The church itself burned to 
the ground 
from 
unknown 
causes two months after the 
occupation. 
The museum door sags half 
open and the hundreds of arti­ 
facts are missing from the 
display room the militants 
converted into a 
"security 
headquarters.” Windows are 
smashed at the homes of the 
trading 
post 
owners, 
who 


were held hostage in the ear­ 
ly hours of the occupation. 
The partially burned ruins 
of the Presbyterian Church 
stand above a partially filled 
bunker. 
A start has been made. A 
25-unit housing project which 
was interrupted by the occu­ 
pation has been completed, 
and a new community hall 
has been built. 
The post office, formerly in 
the burned out trading post, 
has been reestablished in a 
house trailer under a 19-year- 
old postmistress, Mrs. Bever­ 
ly Running Bear. 
But the road to full restora­ 
tion seems long to the Oglala 
Sioux who live here. 
There is an undercurrent of 
anxiety among the residents, 
who fear the possibility ol 
another confrontation. 
Francis 
Randall, 
former 
Wounded 
Knee 
community 


chairman, said: ’’The com­ 
munity is divided. Some are 
AIM supporters and some 
aren’t and there are going to 
continue to be fights. 
Moses Fast Wolf expressed 
the community’s frustrations: 
“ I’m still wondering where 
the money will come from to 
pay for ail the damage.” 
But some have hope. An or­ 
ganization called Takini. a 
Dakota word meaning "orig­ 
inal survivors,” has been for­ 
med with 250 shareholders un­ 
der Barbara Means, commu­ 
nity chairman and a second 
cousin of AIM leader Russell 
Means. 
“We are getting together 
for meetings every two weeks 
or so and are getting dona­ 
tions for a grocery and cloth­ 
ing store and garage and 
service station,” she said. 
The community’s fear of a

groundless. Means, in a tele­ 
phone interview on the eve of 
the anniversary, said there 
might be no observance at 
all.

El Rancho to 
go all-year 


But it's over the border 
Plenty of gas, no waiting 
mile from downtown Detroit 


DETROIT (UPF) - One 
mile from downtown Detroit, 
there is no gasoline rationing 
no waiting in line and prices 
are going down, not up. 
But there H a snag— mo­ 
torists must go to Canada. 
Once there, they can take 
advantage ol an old tashioned 
price war that has driven 
down the price of regular 
grades to 43 cents a gallon. 
Even though it costs $1.50 
in tolls to make the round 
trip, gasoline at that price is 
still a pretty good deal, es­ 
pecially for owners of big cars. 
The average price of regu­ 
lar grades in Detroit ranges 
between 48 and 53 cents a 
gallon—even higher at times. 
Prices will go up two cents 
more on Friday. 
"Before this thing started 
regular was selling at 60.9 
cents a gallon,” said an at­ 
tendant at Coates Sunoco sta­ 
tion on Howard Avenue in 
Windsor. "That’s an Imperial 
gallon, meaning it figures out 


at just over 48 cents a gallon 
U.S.” 
An Imperial gallon contain.; 
five quarts while a U.S. gal­ 
lon contains four quarts. 
Howard Avenue is the cen­ 
ter of the price war. Several 
blocks near a major highway 
intersectiion are lined with 
stations—Sunoco, Beaver, BP, 
Shell, Econo and others. 
Only Sunoco did not jump 
into the price cutting competi­ 
tion. 
"If those guys want to lose 
their pants,” a Sunoco station 
operator said, "Well, 
that’s 
their business. 1m not going 
to go broke just a sell a few 
more gallons.” 
In a d d i t i o n to cutting 
prices, most stations are giv­ 
ing away glassware coupons 
and offering 50 cent car wash­ 
es with every fill-up. 
The price cuts began about 
10 days ago with stations re­ 
ducing by a penny here and a 
penny there until most sta­ 
tions more or less agreed to 


bottom out at 53 cents an Im­ 
perial gallon— about 43 cents 
a U.S. gallon. 
"We get a lot of big Ameri­ 
can cars.” a Beaver station 
manager said. "For the little 
cars, there isn’t that much 
saving by the time drivers 
pay the toll.” 
One returning American 
was stopped by a customs 
agent on the U.S. side of the 
border and asked it he pur­ 
chased anything in Canada. 
"A tank ot gas,” the Ameri­ 
can replied. 
"You aren’t the only one 
doing it,” the customs man 
said.

Michigan, home state of the 
Big Three car firms. 
Snell’s charge was echoed 
by Mayor Joseph I . Alioto of 
San Francisco, an 
antitrust 
lawyer for 25 years. 
Said Alioto: "There is much 
evidence to prove the premise 
that General Motors has been 
willing to go to almost any 
length either to eliminate or 
control all competitive forms 
of ground transportation — 
b u s e s , locomotives, street 
cars and electric buses—so 
the automobile remains num­ 
ber one.” 
Over the years, he charged, 
GM. through its subsidiaries, 
took over 16 street car sys­ 
tems in 45 cities "and con­ 
certed all to smog-producing 


bus operations." 
Snell argued the Big Three 
are "locked in to big car pro­ 
duction,” 
"They 
have 
invested 
bil­ 
lions 
of 
dollars 
in 
plants 
geared to the production and 
distribution 
of 
one 
special 
type of vehicle: large, gaso­ 
line-powered automobiles,” he 
said. 
"The

20th Century 
treasure hunt

To the long list of “ the games people play,” 20th Century 
America has added a new one. It’s called Find the Gasoline. 
The rules are simple. You start out like a knight in quest of 
the Holy Grail (regular or ethyl) to find a service station that 
is a.) open, and b.) pumping gas. Some people use more gaso­ 
line driving around searching than they get when they finally 
find an open station. 
You can’t miss a station that has gas. Cars are crowding in 
at the pumps like piglets around a sow. Traffic backs up in the 
street. The station looks like the Dodger Stadium parking lot 
at a Giant double-header. 
People who normally never notice the gasoline gauge until it 
is resting on EM PTY are now wheeling into an open station 
with their gauges showing three-quarters full. Just to be on 
the safe side. 
The game of Find the Gasoline is expensive and time-con­ 
suming. Often it’s a long search, calling the Auto Club the 
highway patrol, the local newspaper, cruising the highways of 
the valley. Then comes the long wait, first in the line on the 
street, then as you inch your way forward across the apron ot 
the service station toward the Mecca of the pumps. 
When your turn finally comes and you see that welcome 
spout gushing into your tank, you watch with dismay the dizzy 
wheeling of the meter ticking off the amount you owe. roughly 
equivalent to your property tax. 
People who are early to work have an advantage over the 
late-risers. There are more stations with gas by dawn’s early 
light. I found an open station on my way to work tne other 
morning, and as soon as I had received my eight gallons (?0 
minute wait), I zipped to the office and called my wife to tell 
her of my discovery.

“ These w w ien have a par- 
ticlar need for financial aid 
and for special program s to 
acquire skills necessary to ob­ 
tain im m ediate em ploym ent.” 
At the sam e time, a spokes­ 
man for state welfare said 
such a program could reduce 
the number of women going 
on w elfare by allowing them 
to attend school and acquire 
skills. But he warned that it 
would not solve the state’s en­ 
tire problem of the 371,000 
persons receiving aid to de­ 
pendent children. 
Chuck McIntyre, director of 
Analytical Studies for commu­ 
nity colleges, said if the pol 
icy statem ent is adopted it 
would point out a direction 
for the district-operated col­ 
leges. The board is expected 
to act on the proposal in April.

Senior citizen anxious to 
help boost Pomona project 


I am 68 am! a long-time resident of Pomona. 
In the past three years I have undergone eye surgery for 
:ataracts and neurosurgery for back problems. 
I am very dependent upon my son, who lives in Pomona, 
md for this reason it is Important to me that 1 remain in the 
Pomona area. 
It is getting very difficult, almost impossible, to pay my rent 
and other expenses just or. my present limited income. 
The closest Department of Housing and Urban Development 
rent supplement project is in Ontario. 
This project is not for senior citizens completely but is de­ 
signed for low income fam ilies. 
1 read an article in the Jan. 22 issue of the Progress-Bulletin 
about a proposal to build a senior citizens project in Pomona. 
Two days later 1 was disappointed to read that the project 
had been turned down. The article did state that the decision 
would be appealed to the City Council. 
Is there anything that I as a Pomona citizen can do to find 
out more about this project? Whom can I contact to voice my 
approval of housing for the long neglected senior citizens? — 
Mrs. P. M„ Pomona. 


Details about the project ma> be obtained from the Pomona 
Planning D epartm ent or irom the office staff of Olin Construc­ 
tion Co.. the iirm which w ants to build the senior citizen ap art­ 
ment complex. 
The proposed location is the old Em erson Junior High School 
site. 
M arch is is the hearing date for the appeal to the City 
Council, reports John W iemann, sales m anager for Olin. He 
estim ates that at least 100 people already have called the 
construction com pany to inquire about the proposal. 
You may want to express your views by letter to M ayor Ray 
J. Lepire. 
Balconies are one of the Issues which w ere debated by the 
city planning staff and Olin representatives. The planning staff 
contended that it was im portant for senior citizens to have a 
place to sit and to grow plants. 
Olin representatives claim ed balconies might increase con­ 
struction costs to the extent that building under the rent sub­ 
side program would be impossible. Also, they said, residents 
might fall off balconies. 


I called a travel agency 2*2 m onths ago to m ake reserva­ 
tions at Lake Tahoe for four people later the sam e month.

E tch tim e we get the sam e story that the people at the hotel 
are sorry for the incom enienee and they will get the money to 
us. I am tired of waiting. Can you help? — S. D., Pomona. 


We wrote to the hotel and you got your money back. From 
the hotel you received $27, including both the $24 which had 
been received from the travel agency and $3 for your tele­ 
phone expense. I he agency reiunded the rem aining $16. 
I he hotel bookkeeper said that a clerk had been unable to 
find a record of your transaction because the travel agency 
was known by two nam es and the reservations had been m ade 
in vour friends’ nam es, not yours.

Pom ona’s black and brown comm u­ 
nities. 
A total of 69 persons addressed the 
board 
during 
the 
lengthy 
meeting. 
About 150 rem ained for the final vot­ 
ing. 
The motion to retain Tynes as Garey 
principal was m ade by board m em ber 
Roy O. Day and seconded by Philip 
W essels. They, along with Dr. Jam es 
Bell, board chairm an, cast the yes 
votes. Don Donnelly and Ken Pine cast 
no votes. 


In 
unanim ous 
actions, 
the 
board 
voted to reassign six other adm in­ 
istrative employes. All will be offered 
contracts as teachers next year. 
They are Daisy L. Cook, coordinator 
of intergroup education; 
Tony DeLa 
Paz, assistant principal at 
Frem ont 
Junior High School; Joanne S. Duncan, 
adm inistrative assistant at P alom ares 
Junior High School; Joy P. Sindt, as­

Beth L. Hadady, coor­

display either regular license plates or 
an off-highway identification sticker by 


July 1. 
They include all classes of race cars, 
m otorcycles, 
minibikes,

bikes, 
snowmobiles, dune buggies and all-ter­ 
rain vehicles. 
Most farm and special construction 
Vehicles, however, are not subject to 
registration. 
The off-highway vehicles previously 
exem pt from registration w ere those 
used only on private property or driven 
only in closed course or organized rac­ 
ing events. 
To be towed or transported on state 
highw ays after July, these m ust dis­ 
play valid identification stickers. 
The $15 registration fee, good tor two 
years, ran be paid in advance with no 
loss of benefit to the owner, said offi­ 
cials. The fee is renew able at mid-year 
every even num bered year. Fees paid 
now will be good through June. 1976. 
Owners of the 130,000 vehicles al­ 
ready registered w ere advised it will 
be easier for them to renew their reg 
istration if they wait for expiration no­ 
tices which will be mailed by June. 
Officials said $6 of the registration 
fee will go to the state D epartm ent of 
Parks and R ecreation for the off-high­ 
way vehicle fund. Monies will be used 
to acquire and develop facilities for the 
off-highway vehicles, with local agen­ 
cies contributing at least 25 per cent 
of the total cost. 
Of the balance, $5 is retained by the 
DMV for adm inistrative expenses and 
$4 is rebated to cities und counties. 
Owners of the off-highway vehicles 
not bearing identification stickers after 
July are subject to fines of up to $50 
for the first offense. 
Recent laws requiring registration of 
these vehicles resulted irom the needs 
tor environm ental protection and better 
law enforcem ent 
officials explained.

as 
Russian 
author 
Aleksandr Solzhenitsyn was under siege in his Mos­ 
cow apartment and the world waited to see what 
punishment the Kremlin was planning for him. a 
score or more of dissidents in another country were 
under arrest for the same crime—daring to speak 
out for human liberty. 
Solzhenitsyn's travail and his subsequent exile 
from his totalitarian home made headlines in the 
Western press. The fate of the dissidents in suppo­ 
sedly democratic South Korea was reported in the 
back pages, if at all. 
In January, some 19 persons were arrested in 
South Korea for violating two emergency decrees 
issued by President Chung Hee Park forbidding op­ 
position to the 1972 constitution which was promu­ 
lgated under martial law and ratified without debate 
in a national election. The new constitution gives 
virtually unlimited powers to the president. 
In early February, five South Korean literary fig­ 
ures were arrested as "spies” for North Korea be­ 
cause they called for revision of the constitution. 
Since then, seven university students have been gi­ 
ven five-to-10-year sentences; a publisher and for­ 
mer member of the national assembly has drawn a 
*15-year sentence and numerous prominent citizens 
have been put under investigation as espionage sus­ 
pects. 
Most recently, tour Christian clergymen were sen­ 
tenced to 15-year prison terms for defying the presi­ 
dential ban on criticism of the constitution. 
None of these people, of course, is a famous. No­ 
bel Prize-winning author and South Korea is a small 
country that counts for little in international af­ 
fairs—although only two decades ago the United 
.States expended billions of dollars and the lives of 
50.000 of its sons to secure that nation’s indepen­ 
dence. 
Nor is what has happened to democracy in South 
Korea 
greatly different 
from 
the 
situation 
in 
Greece, which gave the word democracy to the 
language, or in South Vietnam where, despite even 
greater American sacrifice and continuing financial 
and military support, anyone daring to criticize the 
regime—even from the highest patriotic motives—is 
swiftly sent to join the many thousands of political 
dissidents cramming that country’s prisons and de­ 
tention camps. 
During the time that Solzhenitsyn’s future re­ 
mained in doubt, there were any number of calls, 
some of them heard in the halls of Congress, for the 
United States to use what leverage it had with the 
Kremlin on this brave man's behalf. Fortunately for 
the sake of "detente.” the necessity did not arise. 
But indeed, how could we have presumed to speak 
in defense of freedom in Soviet Russia‘ when we 
seem unable, or unwilling, to use our vastly greater 
influence over certain of our allies where govern­ 
ment oppression is no less an affront to human dig­ 
nity? 


A rail idea 


The rather sudden confluence ot environmental 
concern and the energy crisis has laid bare one of 
our most ironical economic paradoxes. We find our­ 
selves needing fast, clean, energy saving trans­ 
portation just as we have finished dismantling much 
of our railroad system. 
That's the opinion of a University of California, 
Davis environmental specialist, Robert Johnston. He 
illustrates his point by citing the fact that we've 
sold the right-of-way for a small train which used 
to run into Yosemite Valley, and observes that it 
"would sure be useful to have that train running 
now».” 
Another UCD proiessor. ecologist and zoologist 
Kenneth Watt, suggests that many of the nation's 
major problems could be solved “with widespread 
and efficient use of trains.” He says that if the 
P re s id e n t were to list "the 50 greatest problems 
affecting the country in order of priority—pollution, 
fuel, unemployment, for example — most of them 
could be solved by construction of railroad and 
mass transit systems.” 
The problems in the Northeast, with Amtrak, 
BART. etc. don’t offer much encouragement, but 
it’s something to think about, at least, while driving 
55 miles an hour with eyes peeled for the next oper­ 
ating ga* station.

FBI missing files on public figures 


WASHINGTON - 
Raw 
FBI 
files, 


containing sensitive inform ation about 


presidents and other prom inent people, 


w ere sneaked out of the FBI after the 


death of J. E dgar Hoover. 


The m issing files, according to FBI 


sources, included reports on the sex 


exploits of the late President John F. 


Kennedy, the wheeling-dealing of the 


late President Lyndon Johnson and the 


flirtations of the late Eleanor Roose­ 


velt. 
The late FBI chief kept the files in 
his personal custody, because he didn’t 
want subordinates reading them and 
«ossipmg about the contents. N everthe­ 
less. our sources have seen the files 
which, they say, w ere 
rem oved 
by 
Hoover’s faithful factotum , Clyde Tol- 
son. 
Our sources stress that the files con­ 
tain titillating but 
unverified gossip 
about fam ous people. One report, for 
exam ple, claim s that in late 1941 young 
John F. Kennedy rom anced a woman 
suspected of G erm an espionage. 
His

with 
the 
iady 
occurred 
in 
Charleston. S.C., where he was work­ 
ing on a project tor the Navy to pre­ 
s e t detense factories against bombing. 


Our sources saw normng derogatory 
in the files about 1 yndon Johnson. But 
it is understood tapes and memos once

existed concerning Johnson’s backnoor 
activities. Some of this em barrassing 
m aterial, we reported in an earlier co­ 
lumn, was rem oved from the files and 
sent to him at the W hite House. 


While 
Eleanor 
Roosevelt 
was 
the 
first Lady, some of her private con­ 
versations w ere m onitored. These con­ 
tained suggestions that she had carried 
on dignified flirtations with a form er 
New York state trooper and. later, an 
Army colonel. 


One FBI mem o, seen by our sources, 
reported that President Roosevelt had 
learned 
about 
the colonel 
and had 
blurted angrily he should be shot. 
In 1937, the FBI conducted a field 
investigation of Richard Nixon after he 
had applied to becom e an FBI agent. 
The report on Nixon wound up in Hoo­ 
ver’s safe, although our sources say it 
was wholly favorable. 
It included a statem ent, for example, 
from Dean H. Claude Horack declaring 
"R ichard Nixon is one of the finest 
voting men. both in ch aracter and abil­ 
ity. that I have ever had the opportun­ 
ity ot having in m y classes. He is a 
superior student, alert, aggressive, a 
fine speaker and one who can do an 
exceptionally good piece of research 
when called upon to do so.” 
The removal of these files, according 
to statements the FBI has m ade in 
court, would be a violation of law. 


FOOTNOTE: Our sources say that 
Hoover’s trusted secretary, Helen Gan­ 
dy, handled the sensitive files for him. 
When we asked her about them, she 
stated firm ly: ‘‘All official files were 
left th ere.” Beyond that, she had no 
com m ent. We couldn’t reach Tolson, 
whose friends said he is in too poor 
health to respond to questions.

Too many paeons are tragically fin­ 
ding that the only safe place to store 
gasoline is in ihe tanks of their auto­ 
mobiles, which were designed for (he 
purpose of transporting this voianle 
fuel, and which provides for its sale 
evaporation during storage. 


The National Safety Council has of­ 
ten rem inded the pubiic that one gallon 
of gasoline has the explosive force ol 
14 sticks of dynam ite and th at even a 
s t a l l e d "safety can ” can be pow er­ 
less to prevent a fire or an explosion 
once gasoline vapors 
have 
escaped 
through its relief vent and an ignition 
source is present. 


Several auto collisions have produced 
gasoline explosions killing the occu­ 
pants of the car carrying the gasoline 
and causing injury to others involved 
in the accident. Still other news stones 
have reported ignition of gasoline v a­ 
pors inside the home, and in one case, 


as a young boy was carrying the vola­ 
tile liquid in a can as he wralked from a 
store. 
Gasoline, in unsafe storage, must be 
considered a potential liquid bomb. Its 
explosive lorce is last and powerful. It 
provides its own tire source once ig­ 
nited and its flam es spread rapidly. It 
is not enough that some states have 
declared it illegal to carry extra gaso­ 
line inside a car. We m ust urge even 
more stringent laws to prevent the 
practice w hatever the iuel situation. 
The current fuel shortage has served 
only to m ake m ore manifest the expli­ 
cit danger in gasoline transportation in 
cans and containers hidden inside an 
automobile trunk 
There can be no substitute tor safety 
in the face ot the grim alternatives 
proffered in trying to hedge against a 
fuel shortage by carrying liquid bombs 
on our nation’s highways. — Vincent L

Flournoy best bet 
to buck Demo tide

SACRAMENTO. Calif. - Political fallout from W atergate is 
pushing the California Republican p arty leftward from Gov. 
Ronald Reagan’s conservatism back toward a reincarnation of 
E arl W arren progressivism . a wrholly unexpected event with 
potentially profound national consequences. 
The central development of Republican politics here amounts 
to a stunning reversal of the p arty ’s long rightw ard trend. The 
Republican establishm ent, including R eagan’s inner circle, has 
agreed upon a candidate for governor: state controller Hous 
ton I. Flournoy, a 44-vear-old form er colleae professor and lonu 
tim e liberal critic of Reaganism . Thanks to that consensus. 
Flournoy is the favorite in the June 4 prim ary and could lead 
California’s most liberal Republican ticket since the early 
1950s. 
W hat's more, some shrewd D em ocratic operatives long have 
seen Flournoy—independent, progressive and scandal-free—as 
the one Republican who could buck the 1974 D em ocratic tide. 
If Flournoy could score an upset, he would instantly become 
an im portant new factor in national politics. 
The im m ediate cause of these rem arkable developments is 
not' ideological conversion but. oddly, preoccupation by Rea­ 
gan’s financial backers with his last-ditch attem pt for Presi­ 
dent. It was clear long ago that R eagan’s am bitions conflicted 
with front-running Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke'x becoming the nom 
inee for governor. 
Reinecke, R eagan’s hand-picked lieutenant governor, is ido­ 
lized by right-wing Reaganite precinct workers. But Reagan 
latcats, headed by millionaire auto dealer Holmes Tuttle of 
Los Angeles, becam e convinced Reinceke could not win in 
November when he becam e tangentially involved in the ITT 
affair. What m akes electing a Republican governor so impor­ 
tant to the Tuttle group is their fear that a D em ocratic succes­ 
sor in Sacram ento—particularly Secretary of State Edmund G 
Brown, J r.—m ight hurt Reagan nationally by slashing away at 
his record as governor. 


Younger, Finch drop out 


The Tuttle group’s long, unavailing search for an alternative 
nearly settled on state Atty. Gen. Evelle Younger but turned 
aw ay, partly because of unsubstantiated rum ors about You­ 
nger’s financial background. Younger withdrew his nam e Iasi 
month. So did Robert Finch, deciding his close association 
with Richard M. Nixon ruled him out. 
That left only Conservative Reinecke, darling of the parte 
faithful, and Flournoy, with 4 per cent in last autum n's polls 
San Francisco industrialist David Packard (form er Deputy Se 
cretary of Defense) s o l d Flournoy to the Tuttle group. 
In 
return. Flournoy gave this w atery concession: as governor, he 
would retain R eagan’s “ good” program s. 
Flournoy did not prom ise to support Reagan for President 
On the contrary, he had to prom ise anti-Reagan money men 
headed by industrialist Leonard Firestone, that he had not 
made any presidential com m itm ent to Reagan. 
There are additional costs for Flournoy in his rise from 4 
per cent obscurity. He was intellectually opposed to Reagan’s 
proposed state taxing limit but endorsed it anyway. Although 
Flournoy has been privately, often scathingly, critical of Rea 
gan's governorship, he told a recent Lincoln Day dinner in San 
Jose: “ He’s been a dam good governor." 


Prefers H arm er over Yeneman 


While Flournoy is publicly neutral, friends w hisper he would 
prefer right-wing state Sen. John H arm er for lieutenant gover 
nor (over form er HEW U ndersecretary John G. Veneman a 
longtime Flournoy com rade) to appease the right. 
Such concessions have tarnished Flournoy’s independence, 
essential for him to buck the D em ocratic tide. Indeed, Demo 
catic leaders have started accusing him of selling out to Rea 
gan. 
The real wonderment, however, is how Reagan and friends 
can stomach Flournoy. He rem ains indicted forever in their 
mem ories as a m em ber of the Nelson Rockefeller delegatior 
defeated by B arry Goldwater in the bloody 
1964 Caliiorm.. 
primary'. Two other m em bers of the Rockefeller delegation 
m ay he on the state ticket—form er Speaker Robert T. Mona 
gan (now a U.S. Assistant Secretary of Transportation) for 
statp treasurer ana Assemblyman William Bagley tor state 
controller. A tourth Rockefeller delegate, Veneman. has an 
outside chance for lieutenant governor. These are not Ron 
R eagan’s ideological acolytes 
Moreover. R eagan and Floum ov have not seen each other in 
m any months. " I h e governor still hates Flournoy’s guts.” 
Reagan adviser told us. “ but he’s a realist,” 
Beyond realism , the conservative fervor of the 1964 Goldwa 
ter and 1966 Reagan cam paigns has diluted. G rass roots zea­ 
lots have not recovered from the fall of Spiro T. Agnew after 
hts professions of innocence in Los Angeles last sum m er. 
Even so, surviving diehards are keeping Reinecke in the 
race against Flournoy deipite his bizarre behavior (traveling 
to Washington to unsuccessfully plead for a clean bill of healt 
trom the special prosecutor) and loss of financial backing If 
the scholarly Fournoy rem ains threatened by the m ore flambo 
yant Reinecke. Flournoy’s aides might seek R eagan's personal 
endorsement. That this is rem otely conceivable testifies to th*5 
havoc wrought bv W atergate on pristine Republican consei 
vatism .

Hawkir.s. 58, is ar» appraiser with 
Upland Savings and Loan. A long-time 
resident of the city, he has been a cit­ 
rus rancher and a real estate salesm an. 
A man of few words during council 
meetings, he is chairm an of the finan­ 
cial com m ittee and w ater and sewer 
com m ittee, a m em ber of the street and 
light com m ittee and a representative 
of the city on the boards of the San 
Antonio and the West End Consolidated 
w^ater com panies. 
With this background, he is strongly 
in favor of the proposed $2.5 million 
w ater bond revenue m easure also on 
the ballot. Expanded storage and dis­ 
tribution 
facilities are necessary to 
m atch the growth of the city, he says. 
He is neutral on the proposed re­ 
vamped police retirem ent system , but 
will give it his blessings if voters ap­ 
prove it. 
A" he has in the past, he will contin­ 
ue to push for the completion of the 


Civic Center, the completion of city 
parks, maintaining a lid on taxes and 
the reduction of fund? spent for outside 
consultant studies of various kinds.

He’s been an ardent and consistent foe 
ol the city hall project, frequently lock­ 
ing horns with City M anager Elwin Al­

ject. 
An advocate of a balanced com m u­ 
nity with adequate business and in­ 
dustry to provide a viable tax base, he 
nevertheless takes a hard look at all 
developm ent plans. His incisive ques­

and com m ents 
during

m eetings are w hat he considers a cru­ 
cial step to effective decision making. 
“ A basic them e. 1 think, is that I’ve 
dpm onstrated an independent voice on 
the council and m any people in the 
com m unity appreciate having someone 
stand up and be counted even if the 
view *> unpopular.” 
If re-elected, Bailin will push com­ 
pletion of parks for in-city recreational 
purposes and more convenient and ef­ 
fective transportation system s.

While he also sees no m ajor cam ­ 
paign issues in the election race, he is 
concerned over the effects of the ener­ 
gy crisis and action of the Environ­ 
m ental Protection Agency. 
As a result, he believes, the city will 
have to develop alternate m eans of 
transportation and move ahead to ex­ 
pand recreational facilities. 
Describing himself as being “ on the 
conservative 
side, 
but

u ltra,” 
McCarthy is concerned with the order­ 
ly developm ent and growth of the city 
in the future. “ We have to be more 
selective in types of developm ent as 
land becomes less available,” he said. 
To that end, lie favors providing the 
city’s planning director with m ore staff 
and possibly m ore funds to allow him 
to do the kind of long-range planning 
the city needs. 
He favors the w ater bond issue, but 
has abstained on the police retirem ent 
proposal since his son is currently on 
the force. 
In general, he feels “ the council has 
been responsive to really a lot of the 
com m unity’s concern and desires par­ 
ticularly in the area of zoning and de­ 
velopm ent.’’ He says he intends to con­ 
tinue th at responsiveness if re-elected. 
M cCarthy is m ayor pro-tem. a di­

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Air to get dirtier 


Energy crisis' biggest impact 


may be on the environment

WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- 
The energy crisis has already 
altered life styles and shaken 
consumer complacency, but 
its biggest long-range impact 
may be on the environment. 
It is too soon to say whe­ 
ther the result will be more 
bad than good, although some 
enxiromentalists are already 
talking about the end of this 
automobile-dominated society 
and hoping for an era in 
which hiking will rival high­ 
way building as a national 
priority. 
In the meantime there art 
s o m e i m m e d i a t e con­ 
sequences of the energy situa­ 
tion which by themselves are 
not good. The most obvious of 
these is that the air, in a few 
s&tions of the country in par­ 
ticular, is on the way toward 
getting dirtier. 
Specifically: 
—In January there were 
more than 550 requests to 
state environmental agencies 
irom 
industries wanting to 
bum dirtier fuel than the 1970 
Clean Air Act allows. These 
requests, if approved at the 
state level, will be sent to 
Washington. The requests are 
almost exclusively from in­ 
d u s t r i e s 
on 
the 
East 
t Coast—250 of them in Mas­ 
sachusetts alone—and 
most 
involved permission to burn 
industrial fuel oil with sulfur 
content higher than health 
limits permit. 
APPROVES 
—The Environmental Pro­ 
tection Agency (EPA as oi 
January nad approved five of 
the requests which had been 
passed up from the states. 
Two are in New York, two in 
Massachusetts 
and 
one 
in 
New Jersey. The air in those 
slates and some others will 
not be as clean. Last winter 
the EPA approved seven such 
requests. 
—There is a strong move 
underway to let automobile 
makers delay exhaust control 
devices scheduled for 
new 
cars over the next few years, 
because 
anti pollution 
mod­ 


ifications on cars turned out 
in the last few years have cut 
gas mileage. President Nixon 
wants the standards that will 
be 
applied 
to 
’75 
model 
cars—those appearing in the 
showrooms next fall—to be 
extended to the ‘76 and ‘77 
model years as well, instead 
of the tougher standards the 
law currently requires. 
—A thriving business has 
developed in seme parts of 
the country by garages that 
remove pollution control de­ 
vices from cars and thereby 
improve gas 
mileage. 
The, 
EPA admits it can be done 
by highly trained experts, but 
doubts 
the 
average 
shop 
would know enough to measu­ 
rably affect fuel economy. It 
is illegal for a dealer to dis­ 
mantle the devices but legal 
for anyone else. However it is 
illegal in California. 
—Congress came very close 
to passing late last year, and 
is still considering, legislation 
that would list air pollution 
requirements through 1979 for 
power plants that switch back 
to coal. Some envoronmental- 
ists fear that millions of tons 
of high sulfur coal, now a glut 
on the market because it is 
too dirty to bum. will be fed 
into furnaces in the East dur­ 
ing the next few years if that 
proposal became law. 
Proposals scrapped 
—After months of work the 
E P A 
completely 
scrapped 
proposals to tax automobile 
commuters 
in 
Boston, 
Ne­ 
wark, N.J., Washington D.C., 
and parts of California in or­ 
der to discourage driving and 
help clean up the air. The 
commuter taxes were an indi­ 
rect casualty of the energy 
crisis because legislation to 
outlaw them had been prop­ 
osed as a part, though an ex­ 
traneous one energy emer­ 
gency legislation. 
The EPA contends it is al­ 
most impossible to know how 
much dirtier the air is now 
than it would have been with­ 
out the energy crisis, but offi* 
cals have no doubt there are 
changes occurring. 
T h e A m e r i c a n Public 


H e a l t h Association, repre­ 
senting 50,000 public health 
experts around the country, 
believes that if 60 per cent of 
the power plants now using 
oil or gas convert to coal 
without adequate control de­ 
vices, there could be 91,000 
additional attacks of respi­ 
r a t o r y disease and 3,800 
deaths from these diseases 
that would not have happened 
otherwise. Next:

High school grads 


quizzed on schooling

G r a d u a t e s of 68 schools 
throughout 
California 
are 
being asked to tell educators 
what they liked and didn’t 
like about their high schools. 
The computerized survef is 
designed to help local school 
o f f i c i a l s determine w’hat 
areas of the course of study 
and student services need to 
be improved. 
William Callahan, manager 
of the survey program and 
career education coordinator 
in the office of the Santa Ba*> 
bara County superintendent of 
schools, said: 
"Too often we, as educa­ 
tors, forget that the student is 
the reason we are here. By 
getting feedback from the stu­ 
dents, we hopetully will be 
able to provide better serv­ 
ices for them.” 
S t a t e education officials 
hope to give all California 
school districts a chance to 
participate in the federally fi­ 
nanced survey in the next 
school year. 
Under the current year’s 
program, 
former 
students 
representing a cross-section 
of 1973 graduating classes o! 
the 58 participating schools 
have been sent a question­ 
naire asking them how well 
high school prepared them for 
a number of “everyday living 
activities,“ including reading, 
writing, working out numeric­ 
al problems, public speaking, 
getting a job and marriage. 
The questionnaire also a-ks 
them to evaluate the perfor­ 
mances of their teach« i s arid 
counselors.

To the woman who returns to 
oitice work after 20, or even 
five years of absence, she will 
find that all is not the sam e. 


To help her bridge the gap 
of changes that have taken 
place 
during 
her 
absence, 
Kelly Girl Inc. has w ritten a 
book that serves as both a re­ 
fresher and general m anual 
for the working woman. 


The book, “The Kelly Girl 
Second Career G uide,” pub­ 
lished by Little, 
Brown and 
Company, covers such areas 
as business English 
b a s i c 
m ath and office equipm ent. 
C harlotte Schwartz, general 
m anager 
of 
the 
Portland. 


Ore.. office of Kelly Service 
Inc., the parent company of 
Kelly Girl, in town to promote 
the book, described it as a 
“ security blanket.” 


She said that women who 
return u 
the working world 
aH er 
10 
years 
are 
appre­ 
hensive about their abilities 
to cope with an office envi­ 
ronm ent. 


“ They realize that changes

said, 
“ but 
they 
dcn’f know what. The book is 
a security

cretaries needed each year. 


Secretarial work isn’t a bot- 
t o m-o f-t h e-scale-type 
job,

er a stepping stone into other 
areas.

third of the women returning 
to work are 40 years old and 
older. She said two thirds of 
the w'omen are m arried, and 
of these, most have children 
or grandchildren.

OMS drivers 
experimenting 
with new ideas

ONTARIO — The w eather is still the 
sam e, but the atm osphere is a little 
A fferent at Ontario Motor Speedway. 
Under 80-degree w eather at the OMS 
track Tuesday, most of the 36 cars en­ 
tered in the March 10 California 500 
made an appearance and began prepa­ 
rations for the fourth annual classic. 
But this year the drivers and m ech­ 
anics have to keep a close eye on what 
they’re doing. 
U nder the new United States Auto 
Club (USAC) regulations, each c a r will 
have only 200 gallons of m ethanol fuel 
to burn during the week of practice. 
But the drivers are going to have to do 
a lot of experim enting before they’re 
ready to com pete. 
First of all, USAC has trim m ed the 
length of the wings on the back of the 
cars by alm ost a foot. That m eans the 
drivers a re going to have to see what 
angle the wing m ust sit in o ld er to get 
the best aerodynam ic results. It takes 
a lot of tim e and driving to get it 
right. 
Then the drivers have to try and fig­ 
ure out how they can com plete the 500- 
mile race with 60 less gallons this year 
and still race com petitively. USAC cut 
down the allotm ent each c a r will get 
for the 500 miles from 340 gallons to 
280 gallons in its token gesture during 
the energy crisis. 
Some of the racing team s have al­ 
ready com e up with som e innovative 
ideas. 
Dan Gurney cam e up with the big 
gest one Tuesday. 
His Olsonite Eagle, which will be d ri­ 
ven by Bobby U nser again this year, 
cam e out onto the pit apron in the late 
afternoon with the wing radically mod­ 
ified. 
The side panels on the wings, which 
are usually barely noticeable on the 
other cars, stand out like a sore thum b 
on U nser’s No. 48 Eagle. 
The panels are attached as far for* 
w .rd as the roll bar at the back of the 
cockpit, and extend above the wing 
and out beyond the rest of the car. 
O ther team s are also trying 
that 
idea, which supposedly stabilize the 
shortened wings. Mike Mosley’s No. 98 
lo d e sta r Eagle is w earing the new pa­ 
nels, but they're not as radical as Un- 
ser's. The Cobre team , with drivers 
Jim m y C aruthers and Jerry G rant, has 
tried the experim ent too. 
U nser m ade an appearance earlier in 
the day without the side panels, but 
tried them on just before the end of 
practice. 
“ They’re legal,” stated USAC direc­ 
tor of com petition Dick King about the 
new panels, “ I’m not sure they really 
know what to do with the wings yet, 
but they’re getting innovative.” 
The drivers and m echanics did 
a 
little m ore experim enting today as the 
track reopened at 10 a.m . this m orning 
and will rem ain open until 6 p.m . this 
evening. 
The sam e schedule will run through 
Friday. 
King opened the track for practice 
prom ptly a t 10 a.m . Tuesday m orning, 
and the first driver to pull onto the 
oval w as Rick M uther m his No. 76

E A S T LANSING, 
Mich. 
(UPI) — Leonard Sawisch is 
one of “the little people.” He 
hates buying pants, thinks pa­ 
rades are a drag and never 
sits down at football games. 
A 4-foor-4 dwarf, the 23-ytar 
old 
Michigan State Univer­ 
sity graduate student plans to 
spend his life working with 
people his own size — chil­ 
dren — as a teacher and re­ 
searcher. 
Kids feel more comfortable 
with me because of my size.” 
Sawisch said. “ Because I’m su 
small, I don’t impose an au­ 
thority image, and that’s why 
it’s so easy for them to relate 
to me. The novelty is greater 
with them, but it wears off 
quicker than 
it 
does 
with 
adults.” 
Now teaching a course on 
c h i l d psychology, Sawisch 


also is conducting research on 
creativity 
in 
children—from 
fifth graders to tenth graders 
to college students. 
He thinks his findings may 
provide some clues towards 
personality 
development 
in 
dwarfs and answers to “ the 
s o c i a l 
stigma 
of

small.” 
Don’t call Sawisch a mid­ 
get.

W hen the law is not 
Victims of rape 
receive counsel

Most are not har­ 
med so much in body as in 
mind, as society is equipped 
to help the former but there 
is precious little assistance 
ior the latter. 
Except in Boston. Here tvo 
women have set up a Rape 
Victims Counseling Program 
at Boston City Hospital which 
recognizes the

shoulder to lean on After vic­ 
tim s have been grilled by po­ 
lice 
and

icians, they can then receive 
human compassion any hour 
of the day. And they seem to 
appreciate it. 
Said one victim to a counse-

people might tend to blame 
the woman. It’s good to talk 
to someone who doesn’t.’

Rape is one ol the fastest 
growing violent crimes in the 
nation. FBI statistics-indicate 
that more than 50,000 sexual 
assaults will be reported to 
police this year and perhaps 
twice that number will not be 
reported. Shockingly, the FBI 
believes the reported crimes 
alone are increasing 11-12 per 
cent a year, some 70 per cent 
since 1967. 
But 4he crime itself is only 
part of the victim’s dilemma 
So misunderstood is rape that 
'Ociety has never totally con­ 
demned it. Some men teel a 
minor assault is “ just boys 
and girls going to excess.’ 
Many arrested rapists not 
only feel their victims secret* 
ly want to be violated, but 
that such violation is usually

when three men blindfolded

Most people think of the 
tangerine only as a “peel and 
eat" fruit. But it actually has 
great versatility. Pick up a 
dozen or more tangerines at 
the market. Here are twelve 
new ways to use them. If you 
try four new t r i c k s each 
month from now till May, vou 
will be a true tangerine ex­ 
pert.

The last time jou shopped 
tor fresh fruits and vege­ 
tables, there was something 
very 
important you 
didn’t 
see. It was the complex sys­ 
tem 
of 
transportation 
re­ 
quired to deliver those deli- 
c a t e , 
perishable 
products 
safely 
from the 
producing 
areas 
around the 
country 
right to your local market. 
Proper transportation is a 
crucial factor in providing the 
quality and quantity of fre-h 
fruits 
and 
vegetables 
the 
American consumer expects. 
Fresh produce requires spe­ 
cial 
refrigerated 
conditions 
v I thin a few hours of the 
time it is picked or it will 
-poi!. Thus, arrangements ter 
immediate 
transportation 
from the field must be made 
to prevent losses. 
Fresh 
produce is 
trans­ 
ported by rail, truck and a r 
to the nation's markets It’s a 
b>g job that costs billior- c! 
dollars annually, according to 
’he United Frerii Fruit and 
vegetable Association. Since 
no 
single 
mode of 
tn s- 
portat;on could 
handie 
the 
transport of so mu h produce, 
both truck and rail piix im­ 
portant roles in doing the job. 
The 
railroad 
traditionally 
> arried the bulk oi the na­ 
tion’s 
produce 
to 
market. 
However. recently the rail­ 
roads have not been able to 
meet the increasing demands 
of the produce industry. 


Rapidly deteriorating 
and 
antiquated cars that rely on 
ice tor refrigeration are being 
phased out and replaced by 
mechanically 
refrigerated 
cars. Unfortunately, the sup­ 
ply of mechanically refrige­ 
rated cars hasn’t kept pace 
•Aith the removal of ice cars 
and shortages of rail service 
in heavy producing areas has 
resulted. Shortages of cars 
and the difficulty in getting 
them to areas where they are 
needed leads to losses that af­ 
fect the shipper, the retailer 
and the consumer. 


Another problem taced by 
the produce industry 
s un­ 
reliability o1 rail schedules A 
-ample schedule revealed that 
only one car in three arrives 
on t’.me. One shipper-grower 
reported that in the 1950s, 
Bartlett pears arrived b\ rail 
m New York from California 
n (P2 days alter shipment. 
Today, a good percentage ar­ 
rives between 6 and !l da\s 
alter shipment. Rail service 
has deteriorated sharply for 
many products. 
The produce industry is ac­ 
tively 
involved 
in 
working 
v th the railroads on such 
problems as the 
nadequatc 
supply of refrigerated cars, 
unreliability

schedules, 
equitable rail ratc-s and col­ 
lection of loss and damage 
claims.

nodities. Trucks are often 
used in combination with rail 
transport. “ Piggybacking” al­ 
lows trucks to ride on the 
h 
ks of flatcars, so that one 
truck can mow produce from 
’iekl to loading ramp to flat­ 
car to market. Because of th 


availability of the equipment 
— flatcar, truck trailer and 
tractor - piggybacking has 
had rapid growth. 
Two types of trucking serv­ 
ices are used by the produce 
Industry to transport 
fresh 
products 
Exempt 
haulers, 
who are not subject to gov- 
e r i t m e n t economic regula­ 
tions. have the gr it flexibil­ 
ity the industry needs. They 
are free to go to the high pro­ 
ducing areas where they are 
: no-: needed. However 
be­ 


cause their price is arranged 
at the time of transport and 
based on supply and demand 
of trucks, their price may be 
higher than other regulated 
forms of transportation. Non­ 
exempt or regulated haulers, 
who carry manufactured pro­ 
ducts as well as fresh pro­ 
duce. are also used. 
They 
may not be as readily avail­ 
able since they have many in- 
>,u:-;tri s competing for tlv i 
services. 
Growers of fresh fruits and 


vegetables 
represented 
by 
their association have worked 
extensively with the trucking 
industry to effect the best 
possible

tem for their products. The 
United Fresh Fruit and Vege­ 
table Association has set up 
two committees for this pur­ 
pose. The Joint Committee on

more regulated carriers to 
haui fresh fruits and vege­ 
tables.

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Change ways 
to trim fat 
from budget 


With meat prices soaring 
out of sight for average in­ 
comes, a nutritional expert 
hns come up with some time- 
l\ suggestions on how to trim 
•ne fat off the family food 
budget. 
According to Dr. William 
Goodwin of Sacramento, there 
are many tasty and healthy 
foods besides meat which pro­ 
vide a plentiful source of pro­ 
tein. 
Dr. Goodwin’s suggestions 
were contained in a paper 
printed in the February issue 
of the Journal of the Califor­ 
nia Chiropractic Association, 
which he serves as parlia­ 
mentarian. 
A former instructor of nut­ 
rition at Chicago’s National 
College of Chiropractic and a 
dedicated 
vegetarian. 
Dr. 
Goodwin described milk pro­ 
tects and eggs, as well as 
grains, soybeans, nuts and 
even 
gelatins as 
excellent 
sources of protein. 
“ Whole 
grains, 
such as 
wheat, are an especially im­ 
portant 
source,” 
he 
said. 
‘ I he 
high 
quality 
protein 
these grains supply is rich in 
amino acids — the building 
blocks of life.” 
Among the dairy products, 
one of the be»t sources of pro- 
rrin available is yogurt, the 
doctor explained. Other milk 
loods are higher in natural 
fats and eggs are high in cho- 
lesterol, so these foods should 
be used in moderation as 
meat substitutes, he warned. 
Those individuals who must 
control their fat intake can 
use a variety of low-fat milk 
products. 
“ But protein is only one 
dietary concern,' Dr. Good­ 
win cautioned. “ Balance is im­ 
perative in any sound nutri- 
t an plan. Other necessary re­ 
quirements are carbohydrates 
t-nrches 
and 
sugars) 
for 
p h y s i c a l energy and the 
m i c r o-nutrients, 
including 
vitamin* and minerals, to as­ 
sure proper body functioning. 
“ Fruits and vegetables are 
e.s ellent suppliers of vita­ 
mins and minerals, as well as 
ot limited amounts of- car­ 
bohydrates and bulk neces­ 
sary for constitutional regu­ 
larity. 
‘ Salads and raw fruits fur­ 
nish vital micro-nutrients in 
delicious and digestible form, 
and fresh fruits are the best 
p o s s i b l e 
between-meal 
snack." 
In addition to his current 
duties for the state associa- 
t.on, the largest professional 
organization representing the 
state s more than 4,000 chiro­ 
practic doctors. Dr. Goodwin 
has been for nine years a di­ 
re«-tor of the Sacramento Val­ 
ley Chiropractic Society, which 
voted him Doctor of the Year 
in 1969. 
Contrary to the disregard 
shown the subject by institu­ 
tions teaching other health 
ire protessions, the study of 
nutrition is an essentiaJ part 
ot a chiropractic doctor’s edu­ 
cation. 
At Los Angeles College of- 
Chiropractic in Glendale, for 
example, the students get 90 
hours in the study of nutri­ 
tion during their four years. 
This compare* with no hours 
at all in the subject at such 
respected medical schools as 
l oma Linda, UCLA, USC and 
University of California at 
van Francisco, according to 
bulletins from the schools lis­ 
ting their curricula.

Francisco 
psychologist. 
When this happens the chil­ 
dren are under great tension 
because they feel there is a 
need to choose between their 
parents. 
Whichever 
parent 
they choose, they will feel dis- 
loval to the ether parent and 
to a part of themselves. 
W hen possihle, children 
should be allowed to spend 
some vacations as well as 
weekends with their fathers. 
T h e c h i l d r e n themselves 
should be consulted without 
making them feel that they 
have to take sides, pitting one 
parent against the other. 
It is important for you to 
try to 
arrange 
a 
private 
meeting with your wife, away 
from the children, to discuss 
these problems and work out 
the visiting hours. If she re­ 
fuses to cee you or discus 
the matter, and if she’s not 


a Mowing ’ h i to see the chil­ 
dren as often as your le^al 
reemert states, then you 
may ha\e to consult your 
lawyer.

should have definite periods 
of time that both you 
nd the 
children can plan on. 
It is very important

Even though the; may 
not appear to be overly con- 
j cerr.ed. most children count 
heavily on these visits and 
are 
extremely 
disappointed 
I wnen something goes wrong. 
Be careful ,not to rely too 
much on presents. Children 
are unusually sensitive and 
wise and while they like gifts, 
thev may appreciate attention 
and the gift ot time much 
more than something that can 
be purchased in a store. Don’t 
be afraid to tell your children 
that you love them and miss 
them, and show it by being 
on time for visits. 
Consistency itt an important 
ingredient in building a good 
relationship.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Mary 
Rude, who thought her sup­ 
port of a teen-age son and 
dreams of a home ol her own 
bad ended when multiple scle­ 
rosis threatened her job, is 
evidence that a new 3M com­ 
pany program is working. 
So is Jim Hill who works 
full time on 3M machines 
even though his back was 
broken in 1969, forcing him to 
function with a leg brace and 
two canes. 
They are just two of hun­ 
dreds of employes 3M’s pro­ 
fessionally 
staffed 
internal 
program to rehabilitate, ret­ 
rain and re-employ workers 
who 
become 
handicapped 
through accident or illiness, 
on or off the job. 
Paul Ashton, holder of a 
masters degree in rehabilita- 1 
tion and former counseling 
supervisor of the St. Paul, 
Minn. Rehabilitation Center, ; 
has headed up the program , 
since its inception last spring, i 
He thinks it is unique in 
term of its scope and inter- i 
nal structuring. 
Ashton, whose department ! 
covers 45,000 3M employes 
around 
the 
United 
States, j 
works closely with the compa­ 
ny’s personnel, employment, ! 
medical and insurance de­ 
partments. He also consults 
outside agencies. 
Jim Keely, manager of the 
company’ personnel services 
department, says there are 
business as well as moral 
reason for gonig to a full­ 
time, staffed operation rather 
than referring rehabilitation 
counseling to outside agencies 
cr dealing with cases on an 
“ as needed” basis. “ It costs 
thousands to replace an em­ 
ploye with experience,” he 
explained. “ When an employe 
can’t work because of dis­ 
ability the company loses the 
money it costs to retrain per­ 
sonnel as well as that cover­ 
ing the disability payments." 
Mary Rude had been an ex­ 
ceptionally fast typist at 3M 
in St. Paul and began losing 
her .speed and accuracy. Hos­ 
pital tests revealed the prob­ 
lem was multiple sclerosis. “ 1 
was raising a teen-age son 
alone, had just bought 
a 
house Mid was paying on a 
car,” she said, “ and there I 
was wondering whether I’d 
ever work again.”

Laos only bright spot 
in war-torn Indochina 


VIENTIANE, Feb. 22 (U PI) 
— One year after the signing 
of a peace agreement a coali­ 
tion government of Commu­ 
nists and non-Communists has 
yet to be installed but in 
some respects the situation in 
Laos is brighter than else­ 
where

The Thais are 
presently 
scheduled to be gone entirely 
by June 30 whether or not a 
lovernmer.t is formed. U.S. 
\m ricans in the country is 
down to about 750 from about 
1,250 a year ago. Some CIA

have 
left but military advisers re­ 
main at full strength of more 
than 150. 
U.S. sources also report that 
the Chinese, who have been 
building roads in Communist 
areas of far north Laos since 
the lata 1960s, have removed 
most of their heavy anti-air­ 
craft guns from the region and 
pulled out some troops.

turn to bats 
for answers 


LUBBOCK, Tex. (U PI) - 
Texas Tech University resear­ 
chers are studying the unu- 
suaJ development of the em­ 
bryo of the leaf-nosed bat in a 
search for answers to some of 
the many medical problems 
of humans. 
Dr. John M. Burns, asso­ 
ciate professor 
of 
biology, 
said research with the bat, 
small enough to fit in a man’s 
hand, eventually might lead 
to such advances as new 
ways to treat cancer and pos­ 
sible 
prevention 
of 
some 
types of birth defects. 
“ The bat—Macrotus water- 
housii—exhibits a unique pat­ 
tern of m a m m a 1 i a n 
reproduction,” Bums said in 
an interview. “ During its nine- 
month g e s t a t i o n period, 
embryonic development pro­ 
ceeds at a much slower rate 
in the first five to six months 
than in the last three to four 
months. 
“ Almost 90 per cent of the 
embryonic development 
oc­ 
curs during the latter seg­ 
ments of the pregnancy,” he 
said. 
Burrs has been awarded a 
National Science Foundation 
grant at $26,750 tor a study of 
the physiology of delayed de­ 
velopment. 
Some species of bats and 
several other mammals oi 
about the same size have ges­ 
tation periods ranging from 
30 days to five months. Yet 
the young of them ail. accord­ 
ing to Bums, are roughly the 
same size at birth. 
“ The average mature fe­ 
male leaf-nosed bat weighs 
about 5 grams 
and 
gives 
birth to one seven-gram baby 
each year.” he said. 
In some spec es, there is an 
arrest in embryonic growth m 
early pregnancy. After a pe­ 
riod oi time, growth resumes. 
This process usually involves 
delayed implantation of the 
emoryo in the uterus.* 
“ It has been determined 
that this is not the case in the 
leatnosed bat,” Bums said, 
in this species there is no 
s t o p p a g e 
ot 
embryonic 
growth.“ 
The protessor’s study is a 
>earch oi the hormone or the- 
mual which regulates devel­ 
opment ot the fetus. 
“ Once we understand what 
causes the slow development 
ot the fetus and the later in­ 
crease in its rate of devel­ 
opment. we w’ill have va­ 
luable information upon which 
orther clinical studies may 
be made,' Bums said. 
'“The hormones in bats are 
the same hormones found in 
humans. It is possible that 
one day we may be able to 
use the knowledge we hope to 
gain for the benefit of hu­ 
mans," he said. 
Burns said it m ght be pos­ 
sible to apply treatments of 
growth regulating hormones 
to cancerous cells in which 
growth is unchecked. It also 
might be possible, he said, to 
arrest the development of a 
human embryo in cases in 
winch the pregnant mother 
has been exposed to someth­ 
ing which might harm the un- 
bom infant. 
“ Should a pregnant woman 
be e x p o s e d to German 
measles, for i n s t a n c e , it 
might be possible to delay the 
development of her unborn 
child until the danger of it* 
being harmed has passed,“ 
Burns said. **Then 
growth 
would be returned to its nor­ 
mal rate. 
“ These cases are just con­ 
jecture at this time, but they 
are possible applications ot 
the knowledge we hope to 
gain 
in
